It costs us more in time, materials and space to raise 
and ship 21/2” stock, but it pays. When they reach you, our 2!/.” pot plants are ready for 4” 
or larger pots. They are stronger, better grown plants that come along faster and sell earlier. 


Our fuchsia plants are clean. No cyclamen mites, two-spotted mites, red spider mites, 
white flies, mealy bugs or other bugs on the stock we ship. We use the latest specific 
insecticides, properly applied. This refers not only to fuchsias, but to other plants listed 
here—all from 2!/.” pots and all clean stock.

Merle and Ray Hodges raise their new seedling fuchsias in their famous Pacific Grove 
Fuchsia Gardens, from where have originated such fine varieties as Oregon Trail, Merle 
Hodges, Purple Sage, South Pacific, Royal Flush, Citation, Yankee-Doodle, and others. 


Horace Tiret is, of course, well known for his originations of former years, such as Rubeo, 
Bouffant, Swingtime, Bewitched, Enchanted, Streamliner, Lace Petticoats; not to forget his 
new ones of the 1953 season we mention just two—Coronation and Voodoo. 


Evans & Reeves and Walker & Jones fuchsias have been listed in our catalogues for 
years. However, this is the first year we have been given the privilege of helping them 
to bring out their first year introductions. 


A new name in the fuchsia field is Mrs. Carl Rasmussen, who discovered “Green ‘n 
Gold,” a sport of Glendale. 


Wherever fuchsias are grown, some of them are bound to be Reiter originations. Every 
year since 1937 many now famous varieties have come from his La Rochette Nursery in San 
Francisco. In fact, California fuchsias and the name Reiter are so closely linked that it is 
entirely needless to introduce Victor Reiter, Jr., to our customers. So it is with great 
pleasure that we announce joint introduction with La Rochette Nursery of the new 1954 
Reiter originations, listed below. You may order them all from us—we are growing our 
own plants of the 1954 Reiter fuchsias. 


The new seedlings are listed alphabetically. Price schedule is at end of descriptions, 
page 0O. 


AFTERGLOW (Reiter)—Originator’s description: This is a bushy plant of medium vigor with 
arching branches and with quantities of double flowers in the light flame colorings. The 
medium sized flowers open from cream colored buds that unfold into frilly, double, 
powder-puff flowers of unfading pale flame (HCC 23/2). The tube and recurved sepals 
are creamy, the sepals coloring pale rose with maturity, but the puffy airy petals holding 
their same pale flame coloring throughout their life. One of the most delicately attractive 
fuchsias we have ever offered: an extension of the pastel tones into pale salmons. The 
combination of flame and cream give a warmth to the flower which connoisseurs will 
appreciate. 


BETSY ROSS (Walker & Jones) Trade Mark Reg.—Double corolla a rich blue-violet. Small 
tube and outside base of upturned white sepals deep flesh color, inside sepals blush, 
tipped pale green. Low branching habit, good foliage and small-to-medium sized flowers 
produced in great abundance make this variety an ideal pot plant. 37}/2c. 
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BLACK MAGIC (Hodges)—Pictured on Front Cover. Double corolla of wide-spreading curled 
and twisted petals, in color much like that of Purple Sage, but deeper. Broad recurved 
sepals deepest red. Foliage and growth typical of the Hodges varieties such as Purple 
Sage. Black Magic produces an abundance of good-sized flowers, hanging well out of 
the branches. 


BLUE PETTICOAT (Evans & Reeves)—Double corolla a beautiful silvery lilac-lavender. Tube 
and sepals white, inside sepals palest blush. Corolla color turns to a pleasing orchid 
pink as the flower matures. Excellent as a hanger of restrained growth, with good foliage 
and many medium sized flowers of pastel colors. 


BOUDOIR (Reiter)—Originator’s description: A bushy plant with large flowers of the 
daintiest coloring; the double flowers of neat puffy shape have creamy, starry sepals and 
double petals of pale Bishop’s Violet (HCC 34/3—34/2) which fade gracefully with age 
to pale Orchid Purple (HCC 31/2—31/3). In the intimate rose and blue coloring of the 
Gray Lady type this fuchsia, Boudoir, is bluer and more starry. 


GAY PAREE (Tiret)—Winner of First Prize, double fuchsia seedlings, at the 1953 San 
Francisco Flower Show. Double corolla with center petals purplish and some variegation, 
outside petals phlox pink with some purplish splashes. Broad, upturned, green-tipped 
sepals white, flushed pale carmine on outside; inside of sepals soft carmine pink. Needs 
warmth for best flower development, but not too much direct sun. Early and continuous 
bloomer with good sized flowers on somewhat pendant branches, indicating showy display 
as a hanger. 


GREEN ‘N GOLD (Discovered by Mrs. Carl Rasmussen, San Francisco)—This is a highly 
variegated sport of fuchsia Glendale. More pendant, but otherwise the same habit of 
growth and masses of small flowers as Glendale. Leaves are deep and light green, cream 
and gold, with a reddish flush on the young leaves. Will stand full sun in the fog belt, 
a lot of sun elsewhere. Try it in a basket for novel effect. 


LILIBET (Hodges)—Double corolla soft rose, flushed geranium lake. Prominent central petals 
and shorter outside ones form the large corolla. Long tube and outside base of recurved 
and spiraling white sepals flushed pale carmine. Beautiful long-pointed, green-tipped 
buds. Strong pendant grower, with many very large and showy flowers, best displayed 
as a hanger. 


MISS FRILLS (Tiret)—Double corolla of many spreading and scalloped petals, soft orchid 
lilac under cool (fog belt) conditions, more blue infusion in warmer sections. Tube and 
upturned sepals rose pink. Bushy grower, deep green foliage, free bloomer. 


POTENTATE (Reiter)—Originator’s description: An all purpose arching grower, suitable as 
a climber or for hanging pots, with huge flowers of the Rubeo type. The long stemmed 
buds are Rose Madder (HCC 23/1) tapering to pale Rose Madder at the tips. The open 
flowers have long tubes, long recurved sepals of Rose Madder and the double petalage 
is a blend of deep Rose Madder and Crimson. The general effect of the flower is one of 
warmth and fullness. Recommended as a climber, pillar or standard. With adequate 
pinching it should make a showy hanger. Good, easy, arresting. 


RED CAP (Hodges)—Large single flaring corolla of a showy cerise rose, with a flush of 
orange at the darker petal edges. Thick tube and sepals bright red. Best used as a 
hanger, where the many wide-open flowers are displayed to great advantage. Here's a 
new color in hangers that will really brighten up the patio. 


SOPHIA (Tiret)—Double corolla dubonnet purple. Tube and long sepals waxy white, 
sepals flushed palest carmine on inside. Strong, willowy, upright grower with deep 
green leaves, producing many large flowers throughout the season. 
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THE INDIAN (Reiter)—Originator’s description: A strong willowy-branched semi-trailer with 
long double flowers of large size. The great white buds open into white tubed and 
sepalled flowers of dark crimson (HCC 22/1) which remains bright to the very last. The 
clean cut bicolor flowers with their beautifully recurved white sepals surrounding the 
central mass of crimson petals is perhaps the most brilliant effect yet obtained in a 
fuchsia flower. A good grower and an arresting plant. 


TUMBLING WATERS (Reiter)—Originator’s description: A double flowered “purple” trailing 
variety. The double flowers are medium to large with well reflexed sepals of dark crimson 
(HCC 22/0) on the outside and light crimson inside. The double petalage is well placed 
in a frilly puff with an over-all coloring of Cyclamen Purple (HCC 30/1). A true Cascade 
type trailer in the big purples with good growth and handsome flowers. An addition to 
the hanging varieties that was long needed. 


WEE ONE (Tiret)—Double corolla and inside of sepals a lovely soft pink. Tube and outside 
of sepals slightly paler. Broad sepals turn up pagoda fashion and lend a perky appearance 
to the small-to-medium sized flowers. Strong willowy upright grower, exceptionally good 
foliage, and continuous bloom. Heat resistant. One of Horace Tiret's finest introductions. 


YONDER BLUE (Tiret)—Double globular corolla, a most attractive shade of deep blue. 
Broad upturned sepals rose red. Large flowers freely produced on vigorous, upright 
plant with good foliage. Outstanding for distinctive coloring of the well-shaped corolla.

_ As was the case when roses and other plants were first patented, a 
good many nurserymen were “dead set agin it” when the first fuchsias 
were patented. 


Most nurserymen know now that the sure money and best protection 
against chiseling is to be found in a patented variety. The modern nursery- 
man is glad to see good varieties patented, as that protects him in all stages 
of marketing a plant and assures a reasonable established profit. We are 
sure that only the few nurserymen who do not understand how the patent 
works in their favor are still against it. 


In the case of fuchsias it is very simple. Take as an example the 
variety ‘Flying Cloud,” introduced in 1949 by Victor Reiter, Jr. Plants 
were available from him during 1949 at 35c each wholesale, to sell at 
$1.00 each retail. The next year, 1950, many nurseries in the West propa- 
gated their own stock of ‘Flying Cloud” and merely purchased the patent 
labels at 10c each from Mr. Reiter. The nurseryman could then sell his 
own propagated stock at wholesale for 35c each, or at retail at $1.00 each, 
provided each individual plant he sold had on one of the patent labels 
purchased from Victor Reiter, Jr. This continues on, with the originator 
setting the price per label, the wholesale price and the retail price each 
succeeding year, during the life of the patent. 


b This, then, works the same way with the eight patented varieties we 
introduced in 1950, 1951, 1952 and 1953 for the originator, Horace M. 
Tiret. You may propagate these eight patented varieties, Bewitched 
Bridesmaid, Coronation, Du Barry, Enchanted, Lace Petticoats, Stream- 
liner and Voodoo, in 1954 and sell your own plants at 35c each wholesale 
to other nurseries and a minimum of 75c each retail for plants in 3” pots 
or smaller containers, and a minimum of $1.00 each for plants in 4” pots 
or larger containers, provided each plant has one of the patent labels 
furnished by Mr. Tiret. However, in order to avoid confusion and to 
facilitate sales, we will have the labels for sale for the originator, Mr. 
Tiret. You do not have to order plants of any kind from us, in order to 
buy the patent labels. Just mail in your order for so many labels of either 
Bewitched, Bridesmaid, Coronation, Du Barry, Enchanted, Lace Petti- 
coats, Streamliner and Voodoo at 10c per label, F.O.B. Palo Alto.
